Fire Plague Continues 


The early morning rains today cam e as 
a 
blessing 
to 
many 
Rush 
County 
residents 
as 
field 
fires 
have 
been 
plaguing the county for the past several 
days. An undeterm ined loss to fires have 
been recorded this week as city and 
county 
fire 
departm ents 
report 
an­ 
swering several alarms. 
What sta rted out as a sm all brush fire 
spread to a raging inferno F riday af­ 
ternoon when the fire jum ped the road 
and spread quickly through a corn stalk 
field, burning a barn and sm all shed in its 
path. 
M em bers of the Glenwood, Raleigh, 
and 
B entonville 
v o lu n te er 
fire- 
departm ents were able to save the home 
of Frances Thomas, R.R. 7, located on 
CR 250E in Union Township, as fire 
destroyed her barn and sm all shed 
Friday afternoon. 
Lowry McCord, R.R. 7, reportedly 
started a sm all brush fire on his farm at 2 
p m F riday when the flam es apparently 
spread across the road and into a corn 
field on the Thomas property. Firem en 
stated the fire traveled in an almost 
straight line towards the barn and shed 
on the Thom as farm, burning them 
completely to the ground. 
The Glenwood Volunteer departm ent 
were first at the scene and reported it 
was just a m atter of m inutes before the 
barn w as completely engulfed in flames. 
It was a close call, said firem en, as 
they w ere able to save the house while 
the strong winds whipped the flam es 
towards the house. 
R aleigh and B entonville a ssiste d 
Glenwood at the scene as they supplied 
several pieces of firefighting equipm ent 
apd 
m en 
Glenwood 
jft-ovided 
three 
trucks and fifteen men They w ere at the 
scene approxim ately two hours. 
An accu rate amount of dam age was 


not known, although dam ages to the 
buildings was estim ated at $8,000-$10,000 
It was stated that several pieces of 
equipm ent had been stored in the barn 
along with approxim ately 450 hales of 
straw . 
A field fire in Richland Township was 
responded to by the Anderson Township 
Volunteer Fire departm ent at 11:30 a.rn 
Friday as the fire reportedly spread 
tow ards the home of Ralph K ram er, on 
CR 350E and CR 600S 
Rushville was called to assist and the 
firefighters were able to keep the fire 
aw ay from the home, 
It was reported approxim ately 50 acres 
burned before it was brought under 
control 
The Rushville Fire departm ent report 
responding to several grass and field 
fires as the dry w eather and strong winds 
were contributing factors to sm all trash 


fires spreading quickly to nearby fields. 
One truck and two men of the Rushville 
departm ent answ ered an alarm at 1:45 
p.m. Friday at the Bob W aites farm , 
located on CR 150W. just north of US 52 
West where several rolls of hay were lost 
to fire It was stated burning trash was 
the cause of the fire 


Firem en were called at 4:35 p m 
Friday to Base Road and CR 400N on the 
Charles Butts farm to extinguish a trash 
fire Two trucks and two men answered 
the alarm , and were there approxim ately 
thirty m inutes. 


An early morning alarm was answered 
by the Rushville departm ent Friday 
morning at 9:05 a .rn when the alarm in 
the elevator at the courthouse apparently 
went off.

The 2669 vote against a 
bill to hike the gasoline tax two cents 
and 
increase some other 
fees 
was 
interpreted by House Speaker Kermit 
O. Burrous to mean no agreem ent will 
be possible this session on highway 
m aintenance financing. 
Dem ocratic minority leaders labeled 
the bill as "w hat the governor w ants" 
and 
proposed 
another 
effort 
at 
financing 
highway 
m aintenance 
be 
made. However, Burrous doubted any 
other proposal would pass and called 
the

t o t a l l y 
reasonable bill.” Rep. Jack M cIntyre, 
R-Lyons,

bill sponsor, 
appealed 
vainly for passage, saying the gasoline 
hike 
would

The proposed hike of four and one- 
half cents in the cigarette tax as part

Government Discriminates Against Men 


TOKYO (UPI) — The Japanese governm ent has taken 
a decisive step to end sex discrim ination — against men. 
The governm ent F rid ay said men will be allowed to 
obtain licenses to work as nursery school attendants and 
governesses — among the few fields in Ja p a n previously 
releg ated almost exclusively to women. 
A governm ent spokesm an said 
the decision was 
prom pted by a shortage of young women going into the 
early life education field. Only women had been allowed 
to take the governm ent exam ination to becom e licensed 
nursery school attendants and governesses. 
A ctually about 400 m en are working a s unlicensed 
teach ers in private nu rsery schools in J a p a n They are 
obliged to accept lower w ages than th eir women co­ 
w orkers, and are treated as “ tem p o rary ” employes, 
m aking 
them 
ineligible 
for health 
insurance 
and 
retirem e n t program s

O pponents of the m ove have objected th at in order to 
get the equivalent am ount of saccharin, a hum an would 
have to consum e a 1.000-tablet bottle of the sw eetener 
daily. 


Shooting Ruled Self Defense 


WABASH, I nd. (U PI) — Nancy Schlem m er, 28, North 
M anchester, was acting in self defense last sum m er 
when she shot and killed her form er husband after he 
attack ed her in her hom e, according to a W 'abash Circuit 
Court verdict. 
A W abash Circuit C ourt jury F riday accepted her 
account of the slaying as being selfdefense under term s 
of a 1971 law and found h er innocent of a c h arg e of first- 
degree m urder. 
The ju ry also cleared h er father, Jerry W est, who had 
been ch arg ed as an accessory before the fact for 
providing her with the Sm ith and W esson 
38-caliber 
revolver used in the slaying. 
D avid Schlem m er, 30, w as shot and killed last July 14 
when he passed out on a Couch at Mrs Schlem m er’s 
home. She testified that she shot him a fte r he had 
forced his way into the house and attacked her. 
She and her children testified that S chlem m er had 
often 
threatened to hit them and had 
on several 
occasions beat them. M rs. Schlem m er also testified that 
her fo rm er husband had raped her several tim es since 
their divorce and although police had been called, they 
had not provided protection for her and her children 
The 
law Mrs 
S chlem m er cited for 
her 
defense 
provides: 
“ No person in this sta te shall be placed in legal 
jeopardy of any kind w hatsoever for protecting himself 
or his fam ily by reasonable m eans necessary, or coming 
to the aid of another whom he reasonably believes to be 
in im m inent danger of or the victim of an aggravated - 
assault, robbery, rape, m u rd er or other heinous crim e.

CAN YOU BELIEVE WHAT YOU SE E ?

Failure 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — It is entirely possible now 
that the E qual Rights A m endm ent will n ever becom e a 
part of the Constitution. If E R A fails, its supporters can 
look in the m irror for som eon e to blam e. 
ERA still m ight be ratified, but that certainly won’t 
happen if its friends spend their tim e blam ing Phyllis 
Schlaflv or w hat Audrey Colom of the W om en's Political 
Caucus calls “ senile old g o a ts” in state legislatures for 
iits problem s. 
The creation of an 
“ u m b rella” 
lobbying 
group, 
E R A m erica, w as the first concrete indication that the 
am endm ent’s backers realized they were in trouble. Up 
to then, the ratification effort was distinguished by 
unjustified overconfidence com pounded by confusion 
and disorganization. 
Only two states have approved the am endm ent since 
1974, and the list of states that might put it over the top 
is grow ing exceedingly slim . If the am endm ent is not 
approved by 38 states before M arch of 1979, it will lapse 
and the entire effort will h ave failed. 


W hen C ongress approved ERA and sent it to the states 
in 1972, a lot of backers assum ed it w ould whistle 
through the 38 required legislatu res just like the 18-year- 
old vote am endm ent. 
They apparently believed that ERA could not be 
stopped w hen it rolled through 30 legislatures in 1972 and 
1973. But when only three m ore ratifications w ere added 
in 1974, they should have seen the storm clouds. 
Instead, pro-ERA groups gen erally worked separately 
— som etim es at cross purposes — and without an 
agreed-upon plan during the m iddle period of the seven 
years they had to put the am endm ent across. 
They dissipated a lot of effort attem pting to build 
national 
support 
for 
the 
am endm ent 
w hile 
their 
opposition concentrated on sp ecific states w here the 
ERA had not yet been approved. It w as a shotgun - 
against a rifle in a fly-shooting com petition. 
Believing that their cau se 
was so just 
that no 
reasonable person could oppose it. they assum ed first 
that there would be little effective opposition, and 
second, that any fights that did take p lace would 
be waged on the m erits of the issue. T hey naively 
expected the opposition to fight on the ground chosen by - 
the supporters.

Change of Climate for Asthma? 


Our 16-year-old daughter has 
had asthma for a number of 
years. It Is kept in fairly good 
control by drugs. She will be 
going to college soon. Do you 
think it advisable to choose a 
school in an area beneficial to 
asthma sufferers? We also 
thought of moving to such a 
place. — Mrs. L.E., Vt. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
A dry climate, without wide 
swings of tem perature, is 
considered favorable for people 
who have asthma. 
Unfortunately, climate is not 
always the total answer to the 
complex problem of asthma. I 
have known many families who 
have im pulsively 
uprooted 
themselves and moved into a 
new geographic area for this 
reason, only to find that climate 
in their cases did not materially 
affect the asthma. 
The total upheaval of the 
fam ily can lead 
to much 
disappointment and heartache. 
Choosing a school in an area 
that is reputed to be beneficial 
for asthma patients is a good 
idea. If your daughter is not 
benefitted or if her -asthma 
becomes worse, by this choice 
she 
can 
alw ays 
consider 
another area. 
Unlike whole families who 
decide to make a tremendous 
move, your daughter’s tem­ 
porary residence will not affect 
her a great deal. Testing out a 
new geographic area before 
uprooting the family is the only 
way to appraise its advantages 
for 
people 
with 
asthma, 
bronchitis or emphysema. 
There are now many new, 
exciting drugs on the horizon 


which 
are 
beneficial 
in 
preventing asthmatic attacks 
and controlling them. It is my 
personal belief that, in a few 
years, asthma will be a con­ 
trollable disease.

My doctor always seems to 
sidetrack answering questions 
about how long an illness will 
last. Can’t the prognosis as well 
as the diagnosis, be part of good 
medical practice? I am in show 
business and when I have bad 
laryngitis it’s important for me 
to know how soon I can get back 
to work. - Mr. H.R., N.Y. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
It is the wise doctor who does 
not 
fall 
into 
the 
trap 
of 
prognosticating, or guessing, 
the exact duration of an illness. 
Not only people who are in 
show business, but almost 
everyone likes to plan on the 
time of recovery. 
Yet all of us in the practice of 
medicine have learned that 
there are too many factors that 
enter into each individual 
person’s recovery from an 
illness. 
With 
simple 
laryngitis, 
recovery depends on the cause, 
the diligence with which the 
patient cooperates 
with 
the 
doctor, the elim ination of 
tobacco and the reduction of 
vocal abuse. Therefore it is 
almost impossible to assure the 
patient that on “a week from 
Wednesday or Thursday” he 
can go back to work.

Religion In America 
Jewish View

M ore than a decade ago. in a sw eeping 
series of decisions, 
the Supreme 
Court 
struck down laws that permitted p ray ers 
and devotional Bible reading in the public 
schools. 
Although there 
have been s e v e r a l 
attem pts to reverse 
the Court 
through 
legislative action, none of those efforts have 
been successful and th ere is little liklihood 
that they will be in the near future. 
Instead, attention has focused on the area 
allowed by the Court —- the ‘‘o bjective” 
teaching about religion 
In the 14 years that have come since the 
Schem pp case, in which the Court ru led out 
all devotional Bible readings and p ra y er, at 
least 
1,000 
local 
program s 
have 
been 
instituted, seeking to teach such subjects as 
the Bible as literature, religion and c u ltu re a- 
nd com partive religion. 
Throughout this developm ent, according to 
N ancy FuchsK reim er, a graduate student at 
Yale Divinity who studied the grow th of 
religious studies in the public schools under 
the auspices of the 
Religious E ducation 
Association and the 
Institute for Jew ish 
Policy Planning and Research, the Jew ish 
response to the issue has been som ew hat 
standoffish 
W riting 
in 
‘ A nalysis,” 
the 
In stitu te ’s 
m onthly magazine, Ms Fuchs K reim er said 
there have been three strains of response to 
the issue of religion in the public schools: 
Opposition because of the likelihood 
such teaching ‘‘will stray from religious 
study to religious indoctrination.”

T he Synagogue Council of Am erica, the

Judaism , s h o u l d 
consider joining the National Council on 
Religion and Public 
Education and that 
‘‘from inside Jews can serv e as w atchdogs,” 
urging 
guidelines 
and 
limits 
on 
the 
developm ent of religion courses, she said. 


In the long run, she said. Jews m ust ask 
the question of what the real threat is that 
they perceive in public education religious 
studies. 
It is a question that has been raised- 
b efo re,

P ro te s ta n ts 
and

Catholics as well, who a re critical of the 
implicit “ religious” n a tu re of education in 
general 
“T each the Bible as religious truth or

NEW YORK (U PI) — A g r i c u l t u r e 
Secretary 
Robert 
B ergland’s 
announced 
decision to seek a wheat pricing agreem ent 
with Canada and som e other countries looks 
like a surprising reversal of A m erica’s 
general free trade policy. 
But Bergland has seen U.S. and Canadian 
stockpiles grow sharply despite the big 
Soviet and Chinese purchases of w heat and 
other grains. He rem em bers that only a few 
y ears ago, the U nited States was plagued 
with enormous surpluses of wheat which 
could be unloaded only by selling the grain 
at near giveaway prices to the hungry 
countries of the world. 
B ergland has to set the new loan ra tes for 
w heat for U.S. grow ers very soon. He is 
under considerable pressure from grow ers 
and congressm en from wheat growing states 
to raise these loan prices. 
T hat would entail two risks. There would 
be the possibility of a price war with Canada 
for export m arkets. The Canadians could set 
th eir asking price for wheat just enough 
below the U.S. loan price to grab off a vast 
hunk of sales. 
The other risk is that the world price of 
wheat would drop and American farm ers 
then would begin dum ping wheat on Uncle 
Sam at the loan value This could leave the 
governm ent with a stockpile nearing the 
1961 peak of 1.4 billion bushels in contrast 
with the present 1.1 billion bushels This is 
the biggest U.S. stockpile of wheat in 13 
y ears. Canada has a stockpile of 550 million 
bushels. 
B ergland’s 
concern 
undoubtedly 
i s 
heightened by several other considerations 
One is that 
Russia 
and other 
wheat 
producing countries in Europe have just had 
good crops. However, it is not likely that 


Russia, a big exporter of grain years ago 
but a net importer in recent years, will 
return as a seller in the global m arket, 75 
per cent of which is held by the U nited 
States and Canada. 
B ergland 
also 
m ust 
consider 
t h e 
possibility that A ustralia, once a big factor 
in the global wheat m ark e t and still a prim e 
supplier to China and o th er Asian countries, 
will increase its output again. 


One of the most interesting factors alm ost 
certainly influencing B ergland is the sudden 
renaissance 
of 
A rgentina’s 
w h e a t 
production. 
Argentina 
has 
more 
than 
doubled its share of the global m arket from 
3 to 8 p e r cent in the past two years and 
seem s determ ined to try to regain m uch of 
the 25 per cent of the world m arket she 
enjoyed back in the 1930s. 
Juan 
Peron 
ruined 
Argentina’s 
grain 
production and the beef production that 
depended on it by a confiscatory policy 
tow ard planters and ranchers. The ruin w as 
so com plete that A rgentina’s whole econom y 
was virtually destroyed. But Argentina has 
richer soil than either the United States or 
C anada and can grow w heat equal to U.S. 
red w inter wheat at from 30 to 55 cents a 
bushel less than A m erican farm ers can. 
A rgentine wheat farm ers need little or no 
fertilizer. 
The m ain thing the A rgentine governm ent 
has done in the last two years to increase 
wheat output was to relax bureaucratic 
controls 
and 
allow 
the 
producers 
and 
exporters 
to 
sell 
directly 
to 
foreign 
custom ers. This has enabled Argentina to 
undersell the United S tates and C anada in 
Europe, including the com m unist countries, 
and to recapture much of the wheat m arket 
she had before Heron’s tim e in Brazil, Chile, 
Peru and Colombia.
